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REPORT OF THE NORFOLK COUNTY REFORESTA- 
TION COMMITTEE 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 


County of Norfolk: 
Gentlemen: 


- We, the Members of the Reforestation Committee beg 
leave to report as follows: 


The Committee made their Fall inspection of County 
forest planting on October 16th, 1930. 


F. S. Newman regretted that he could not be present as 
he was unavoidably detained fronr attending. 


Meeting at the Forestry Station, the Committee travelled 
west and north to what is known as the Codling plantation. 
This plot was the first planted under the County Reforesta- 
tion scheme. An excellent view of the entire plantation is 
made possible since the erection during the recent Summet 
of a twenty-five foot look-out tower. The Plantation in 
question is growing rapidly. 


The Morrison plot, located north ‘at Langton, was next 
visited. A large number of Elm have died out here, and it is 
recommended that this section be planted to Red Pine. As 
for the remainder of the plantation development is satisfact- 
ory. 


Bonnie Heath farm was next inspected. Here it was 
found that the recent dry Summer has caused an excessive 
loss, and filling planting is advised for the Spring of 1931. 
Red Pine seems to be the most satisfactory species to use. 


That part of the Shellburg plantation which has been re- 
forested is doing exceptionally well. In spite of the rather 
discouraging appearance of this plantation last Spring this 
year’s growth has been quite vigorous with small loss. The 
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front marshy section bordering the ninth Concession should 
be planted this Fall as the site in question is too low and wet 
to permit of Spring operations. Rooted Caroline Poplar is 
recommended for this planting, and it is suggested that 1m- 
mediate action be taken to have this work done. 


Both the Turner and the one hundred acre planting on 
Lot 8, North of the ninth Concession road were looked over. 
These areas appear to be well established, and it is only a 
matter of maintaining good fire lines for the purpose of pro- 
tection. 


Two blocks totalling 150 acres in area were also inspect- 
ed. The South East 50 acres of Lot 12, Concession 2 is at 
present being cleared off and spotted in preparation for plant- 
ing. Lot 11, Concession 1, comprising 100 acres, has been 
completely set out with trees. A number of failures were 
here noted. These should be planted in next Spring. 


It is the general opinion of the Committee:

a That until existing property under reforestation be

completely planted, no additional land be procured. 


(b) That arrangements be made with some trustwor- 
thy man to, at a nominal annual fee, act as fire ranger for 
the County forests in his vicinity, and also that he be author- 
ized to hire help to fight fire should an outbreak occur. 


(c) Fire lines be maintained in good condition. 


We further beg to report that in spite of the extremely 
dry year no fires have occurred on County Forests.
